A FATHER-OF-THREE 
has died after losing 
control of his car and 
hitting a tree. 

Stuart Woor, 41, was driv¬ 
ing in heavy rain when his 
Subaru Impreza left the 
A1307 Cambridge Road, 
near Linton, on Sunday 
evening. 

Mr Woor, an engineer for Veolia 
Water, was cut free by firefighters, 
but died at Addenbrooke’s Hosp¬ 
ital. 

He leaves a wife and three 
young children, who were this 
week being consoled at the 
family’s home in Little Thurlow. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
family, close friend Alison Ives 
said: “Stuart was a wonderful, 
devoted family man. 

“Sadly he leaves behind a wife, 
three small children, close family 
and lots of dear family friends. 

“He was a great man who will 
be sadly missed.” 

Mr Woor was a member of 
Haverhill Running Club and com-

peted in several races. 

He was also regional secretary 
of the Institute of Water, which 
represents water industry pro¬ 
fessionals. 

A Veolia Water spokesman said: 
“Stuart worked for Veolia Water 
for 20 years and was a valued and 
trusted employee. 

“We were shocked and sad¬ 
dened to hear of his death and 
our thoughts go out to his family 
at this time.” 

Police said no other vehicles 
were involved in the crash, but 
described the driving conditions 
as highly hazardous in heavy rain.

AN outdoor gym for children and adults 
was officially opened at East Town 
Park in Haverhill on Monday. 

The ‘green gym’ is suitable for all 
ages and uses people’s body weight as 
resistance. 

It has been funded by the Haverhill 
Partnership which provided the 
£17,208 it received as a grant from 
Suffolk County Council. Abbeycroft 
Leisure contributed £1,278. 

Three pieces of equipment - a 
cross trainer, an exercise bike and a 


hand bike - work the cardiovascular 
system to help increase fitness levels 
and build on the body’s capacity to 
utilise the heart and lungs when 
exercising. 

There are also three pieces of 
equipment which will help tone the 
user’s body. The chest press and 
lateral pull down machine tone the 
chest and back muscle. The leg press 
tones leg muscles and the oblique 
machine tones the side of the stomach. 

Amelia Epton, Abbeycroft Leisure’s 


sports development officer, who 
organised the project, said: “There has 
been some research around how green 
exercise has been shown to have a 
positive effect on a person’s health so 
we were delighted to be involved in 
this project.” 

Cllr Anne Gower, St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council cabinet member for 
Haverhill, and the Friends of East Town 
Park who have pledged to use the 
green gym regularly, attended the 
ceremony.

Services hand-off plan 
dangerous, says union 


A COUNCIL’S bid to save 
money by passing services to 
companies, community 
groups and charities has 
come under fire. 

Suffolk County Council has agreed 
a policy of “divesting” itself of some 
functions as part of a new “strategic 
direction”. 

The move, taken in advance of 
next month’s expected Government 
announcement of a 30 per cent cut in 
council finance, will mean job cuts at 
the council. 

But at this stage no details have 
been given about where the cuts will 
be made. 

Dave Prentis, general secretary of 
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the council workers union UNISON, 
said: “This is not the way to run 
council services. There will be no 
democratic accountability. 

“Leaving vital services like child 
protection, home care and support 
for young people to the vagaries of 
the market is very dangerous. 

“Services will be sold off to the 
lowest bidder, starting a race to the 
bottom. People using local services, 
and those working to provide them, 
will pay the price.” 

The council’s leading Conservative 
group has spoken of transferring 
some functions to “social enterprise” 


organisations - which could be run 
by former council staff - as well as 
charities and other organisations. 

Cllr Jeremy Pembroke, the council 
leader, said: “This decision was made 
with consideration to the financial 
deficit in the public sector and the 
Coalition Government’s priority to 
reduce the deficit and the size of the 
state. 

“The Coalition requires lesser 
government and a bigger society, and 
Suffolk County Council has resp¬ 
onded to this change.” 

But the council’s Green group 
leader Cllr Andrew Stringer des¬ 
cribed it as a “Dad’s Army” way of 
running services. 

Cllr Colin Noble, who represents 


the Rowheath division covering 
villages in the Mildenhall and 
Newmarket area, said the comment 
was unfair as many charities such as 
Age UK were “very professional”. 

Cllr Noble, the council’s portfolio 
holder for adult and community 
services, said: “The money we save 
will be used to buffer the people of 
Suffolk to some of the cuts that are 
coming.” 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, who 
represents Newmarket and Red 
Lodge and is the council’s portfolio 
holder for waste, said: “I think it is 
quite exciting for the community 
because it will give them more 
control and more chance of a say in 
the services they want.”

A YOUNG dyspraxia sufferer has been 
appointed the first national young amb¬ 
assador of the Dyspraxia Foundation. 

Liam Plumridge, 20, of Beaufort Court, 
Haverhill, has also been made a trustee of the 
charity 

He will be leading the foundation's group of 
teens and young adults with dyspraxia, 
supported by a peer group called Team 
Dyspraxia. 

People with dyspraxia struggle to cope with 
everyday tasks and have trouble with co¬ 
ordination. 

Sally Payne, chairwoman of the Dyspraxia 
Foundation, said: “We are delighted that Liam 
has come onboard to be our national young 
ambassador. 

“With Liam’s commitment and enthusiasm 
I am sure we can develop more opportunities 
for activities for everyone with dyspraxia, as 
well as raise much-needed awareness of the 
disability and to steer our young panel into 
making much more informed decisions about 
the running of the foundation and how we 
want to go forward.” 

Several years ago, Liam travelled to Ecuador 
to take part in the BBC 2 programme Beyond 
Boundaries. 

He recently spent a year at West Suffolk 
College, Bury St Edmunds, on an Access to 
Higher Education course in English, history 
and social sciences, where he gained a pass 
and will now go to the University of Brighton 
to study international travel management. 

Liam said: “I am looking forward to such 
an amazing three or four years of my life 
getting involved in two of my biggest passions 
- raising awareness of dyspraxia and chairing 
the dyspraxia young people’s panel, combined 
with studying another passion of mine, the 
travel industry and hopefully going on to work 
in the industry” 


Healthy figures 
in annual study 


MORE than three in four 
deaths in the Haverhill area 
are caused by cancer, cardio¬ 
vascular and respiratory 
disease. 

The annual public health report 
published by NHS Suffolk shows 
that in the period 2006-2008, the 
diseases accounted for 75.4 per cent 
of all deaths in St Edmundsbury. 

The report gives an in-depth 
health profile of each local authority 
area in the county, as well as an 
overview of Suffolk. 

It highlights the differences in life 
expectancy and lifestyle behaviours, 
the main causes of death and 
details of health improvement 
initiatives in each district. 

In St Edmundsbury, 15.1 per cent 
of people aged 16 and over were 
classed as obese or mortally obese, 
compared to 15.7 per cent for the 
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whole county 

People in the district have lower 
levels of “dangerous drinking” than 
the county average - 18.9 per cent 
reported hazardous and harmful 
levels of alcohol consumption 
compared with 19.2 per cent for 
Suffolk. 

An estimated 439 people in St 
Edmundsbury died from smoking 
in 2005-2007. The average life 
expectancy of men is 80 years, four 
years less than for women. 

Dr Peter Bradley, public health 
director of NHS Suffolk and Suffolk 
County Council, said: “In St 
Edmundsbury there are a number 
of initiatives to improve health and 
wellbeing. 

“These include the new Wellman 
Clinic introduced by the Haverhill 


Association of Voluntary Organ¬ 
isations in partnership with the 
Crown Health Centre. 

“Initially introduced as a pilot, 
men can now have an MOT check 
between 8am-8pm, any day of the 
week.” 

The report has been compiled 
following work carried out by the 
University Campus Suffolk, the 
borough and district councils, 
Suffolk local strategic partnerships, 
NHS Suffolk, NHS Great Yarmouth 
and Waveney and Suffolk County 
Council, as well as a number of local 
voluntary organisations. 

Dr Bradley said: “Suffolk is 
already a healthy county. 

“Over the last decade life exp¬ 
ectancy has continued to increase 
to an average of 79.4 years for men 
and 83.4 years for women.”

Super swimmer Tom off to world meet 


P aralympic athlete Caroline 
Mclean won the Sports 
Personality of the Year 
award at the 2010 St 
Edmundsbury Sports Awards 
this week. 

Caroline, 35, from Haverhill, has 
competed at the Paralympics in 
Sydney, Athens and Beijing. She has 
represented Great Britain in wheelchair 
basketball for 15 years - all while 
working full time. 

Caroline was also nominated in the 
Triumph Over Adversity Award 
category. 

The St Edmundsbury Sports Awards, 
run each year by Abbeycroft Leisure, 
recognise outstanding sporting 
achievements made by sports men, 
women and juniors throughout the 
year and to celebrate the huge amount 
of work that takes place within sport in 
St Edmundsbury. 

The awards ceremony was held at 
the Bury St Edmunds Corn Exchange 
on Sunday in front of 300 guests. 

Caroline was presented with the 
award by Rick Wildridge, chairman of 
Haldo Developments which sponsored 
the award. She was nominated by her 
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trainer and Mend Mandy Felton. 

Mandy said in her nomination: “To 
reach this level Caroline has had to 
train early mornings and nights, 
sometimes travelling 200 miles to get to 
training twice a week, not getting home 
until the early hours of the morning 
and then getting up at 6am for 
shooting practice before going to work. 

“She is so strong and dedicated and 
never moans about anything, she just 
gets on with it. Caroline is a true sports 
person that deserves recognition for all 
she stands for.” 

Terry Wright, from West Suffolk 
Swimming Club, who teaches at 
Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds leisure 
centres, won the Unsung Hero Award. 
When Terry’s eldest daughter joined the 
West Suffolk Swimming Club he was 
quick to offer help. Now all four of 
Terry’s daughters and his wife swim 
with the club. 

Despite having dyslexia, Terry self- 
funded a UKCC level 2 coaching award 
and is now part-way through his level 3 
swimming coach qualification. 

He is a volunteer coach for up to 10 


hours a week. Terry is also a keen 
fundraiser and just 18 months ago he 
and his family raised £1,000 for the club 
in a sponsored swim. 

Among the guests at Sunday’s 
ceremony was the High Commissioner 
of Rwanda, Ernest Rwamucyo. 

This year’s theme for the awards was 
Rwanda as Bury St Edmunds will be 
home to a number of athletes from the 
Rwandan Olympic and Paralympic 
teams in 2012 as they prepare for the 
London Olympics. 

The event was opened by an African 
drumming group and dancers from 
King Edward VI Upper School in Bury 
St Edmunds. 

Winners of this year’s awards go on 
to the Suffolk Sports Awards in October, 
hosted by Suffolk Sport. If they are 
successful there they could be put 
forward for BBC East Sports Awards. 

Michelle Banfield-Curran, 
Abbeycroft Leisure’s sports 
development officer, said: “We are 
delighted for Caroline and send her our 
congratulations. 

“We also congratulate all the 
Haverhill clubs and sports men and 
women who were nominated for an 
award. They truly deserve recognition 
for their sporting achievements.”

A WORLD champion 
swimmer hopes to make a 
splash in Taiwan as he 
seeks to defend his 
crown. 

Abbeycroft Leisure’s 
sporting ambassador 
swimmer Tom Cole is 
competing in the Down 
Syndrome International 
Swimming Organisation’s 
World Championships, 
which start tomorrow. 

Tom learned to swim 
with Haverhill Leisure 
Centre’s swim scheme. 
This is the fourth time he 
has competed in the world 
championships and he 
will face swimmers from 
28 countries. 

He will be competing in 
the 400m freestyle, 100m 
backstroke, 800m 
freestyle, 200m individual 
medley, 200m backstroke, 
400m individual medley, 
100m individual medley 
and an additional relay 
event. 

Tom holds the world 
record for 400m 
individual medley as well 
as five European records 
- 200m individual medley, 
200m backstroke, 200m 
breaststroke, 400m 
freestyle and 800m 
freestyle. 

He trains every 
weekday at Haverhill 
Leisure Centre. 

His mother Barbara 
said he would not have 
learnt to swim, or achieve 
such success, without the 
support of Abbeycroft 
Leisure, his Haverhill 
swim coach Pat Jason and

former swim scheme 
coach Lesley Cowie. 

She said: “I couldn’t 
find him a place to learn 
to swim until I contacted 
Haverhill Leisure Centre 
and they accepted him in 


the swim scheme. 

“He had one-to-one 
lessons with coach Lesley 
Cowie and won Swimmer 
of the Term. He then 
entered the ASA Kelloggs 
competition in 2000 and 


won the special 
achievement award and 
that was the start of his 
career. 

“The swim scheme has 
helped Tom endlessly and 
the sponsorship and 
support from Haverhill 
Leisure Centre and 
Abbeycroft Leisure has 
been amazing. 

“When the leisure 
centre closed for a year 
for refurbishment they 
allowed Tom to use a lane 
of Bury St Edmunds 
swimming pool to 
continue his training. They 
have gone that extra mile 
for Tom. 

“He is excited about the 
world championships 
because he loves to go 
away to compete but I 
think he is nervous too. 

I’m very proud of him. He 
has a lot of willpower and 
really enjoys his 
swimming.” 

Coach Pat Jason said: 
“The amount of training 
and dedication shown by 
Tom and his family has 
made Tom reach great 
heights. 

“He will give his best 
and he deserves to do 
well because he has put 
in a lot of hard work, 
training seven times a 
week for an hour-and-a- 
half, doing an average of 
3,800 metres each time. 

“Tom started off by 
having lessons at 
Haverhill to learn to swim 
and he is a great example 
of what can be achieved.”

Shopper’s outrage 
at voucher ’fob off’ 
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A SUPERMARKET 
boss has come under 
fire for giving a £30 
gift voucher as 
compensation after a 
"sharp object” was 
found in a jar of 
coffee. 

Clive Sweeting, of Ris- 
bridge Drive, Kedington, 
complained to Justin King, 
Sainsbury’s group chief 
executive, after he found 
the object in a jar of the 
company’s own-brand 
Gold Roast instant coffee. 

Mr King responded by 
sending him a £30 
voucher. 

But Mr Sweeting, 40, 
said: “I feel his offer is way 
out of order as we spend 
£110 every week in one of 
his stores. If I had not seen 
this in my coffee cup it 
could have been life 
changing to myself and 
family.” 

Mr Sweeting said the 
object appeared to be part 
of a foil seal used on the 
top of jars of coffee. 

He said he had spooned 
it into his cup while 
making a drink and 
added: “If I hadn’t noticed 
it could have ended up in 
my mouth. 

“I don’t believe in taking 
it back to the store so I 
went to the top and 
emailed Mr King, but he’s 
just trying to fob me off 
with a £30 gift card. I think 
people should know about 
it. 

“My wife always does 
our shopping at Sains-

bury’s in Haverhill, but if 
they treat a loyal customer 
like this we will go to Tesco 
in future.” 

Mr Sweeting, who 
works for a Sawston-based 
drugs distribution comp¬ 
any, and his wife Katrina, 
35, have an 8-year-old 
daughter, Courtney 

Earlier this year, the 
Weekly News reported on 
foreign objects found in 
supermarket products. 

In August, part of a 
maggot was found by a 
shopper in a packet of 
frozen vegetables bought 
from Tesco. And in June a 
metal spring was found in 


a packet of cheese puffs 
bought from Tesco in Bar 
Hill. 

In both incidents the 
company said it would 
investigate, but did not 
offer any compensation. 

A Sainsbury’s spokes¬ 
man said: “We have the 
highest standards of safety 
and take situations like 
this very seriously. We are 
liaising with our suppliers 
to make sure that this 
doesn’t happen again. 

“If Mr Sweeting were to 
send us the object we will 
of course investigate fur¬ 
ther.”

Many NHS staff 
are on low pay 

Sir, Your readers as well as our 
members (whose jobs are potentially 
at risk pending cutbacks by central 
government) will be alarmed at 
disclosures about NHS bosses’ pay. 

It is clearly not acceptable for huge 
increases to be paid to already well 
paid staff, when (a) we are in the 
middle of a recession; (b) jobs are 
being lost by taxpayers; and (c) many 
staff remaining in work face the 
prospect of a pay freeze. 

Additionally the public sector is 
being faced with an onslaught by a 
zealous right wing press, that loathes 
its very existence, and criticises it at 
every opportunity. So what if a few 
public servants earn more than our 
Prime Minister? They are far 
outweighed by the thousands who 


earn less than a tenth of the PM’s 
salary’s nominal value, and the far too 
many who earn around 1 per cent of 
its real value, when all his other 
benefits are taken into account. 

Our care services were not perfect 
under the last government, but they 
were significantly better than those 
Blair inherited in 1997. It was very 
noticeable that public sector 
provision, especially by local 
government and the NHS, was not an 
issue on the doorsteps, or at hustings, 
prior to the election of the Con-Dem 
coalition. 


Unison members in the public sector 
are dedicated employees, who will 
not stand by and see services 
destroyed, and hard-earned salaries 
and benefits rubbished at every 
opportunity.

Man denies rape of girl 
and sex assault charges 


A 43-YEAR-OLD man 
has denied allegations 
that he raped a child. 

Jason Cutts, of Bird- 
wood Road, Cambridge, 
also denies indecently 
assaulting the girl. 

Cutts faces six charges 
of raping the girl when 
she was aged between 11 
and 13. 

The offences are alleged 
to have been committed 
between December 2002 
and November 2005. 


He also faces two char¬ 
ges that he indecently 
assaulted the girl on 
occasions between March 
2001 and November 2001. 

It is alleged that some of 
the offences took place in 
Haverhill. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
was told that Cutts was 
also pleading not guilty to 
13 charges of making 
indecent images of a 
child, one of possession of 
indecent images of a child 
and distributing indecent 
images of a child in June 
last year. 

Appearing with Cutts 
was Phillip Skinner, 60, of 
Kitchen Hill, Bulmer, near 
Sudbury, who denied rap¬ 
ing a 14-year-old girl bet¬ 
ween December 2005 and 
November 2006. 

Skinner also denied 18 
charges of making ind¬ 
ecent images of a child, 
and one of possession of 
indecent images of a child 
in June 2010. 

Judge David Goodin 
released Cutts and Skin¬ 
ner on conditional bail 
until their trial, which is 
due to begin on February 
7 and last up to a fort¬ 
night.

Richard, 23, went to 
Clare College, Cam¬ 
bridge, and graduated 
in 2008 with a double 
first in music. He stud¬ 
ied piano with Ian 
Buckle for 10 years and 
now studies with Martin 
Roscoe at the Guildhall 
School of Music and 
Drama. 

In 2008, he made his 
first CD, Piano, and a 
second, Sonnets Without 
Words, was released 
earlier this year. 

The competition off¬ 
ered 38 prizes to the 
value of £8,800 and 28 
solo engagements 
throughout the UK. 


Second prize went to 
Russian cellist Mikhail 
Nemtsov, who was also 
the highest-placed 
string player and high¬ 
est-placed violinist or 
cellist. 

Third prize went to 
another British pianist, 
fames Sherlock.

A1307 works on hold 

after grants slashed

MORE than £2 million of trans¬ 
port improvements are set to be 
postponed after the Government 
pulled the plug. 

Projects which will now drift further 
into the distance include improvements 
to Cambridge city centre bus stops and a 
revamp of a busy roundabout. 

Major works in market towns and rural 
areas will also be hit after a central grant 
was slashed by £2.04 million. 

Further specific cuts to handouts 
totalling £430,000 have also been made, 
including the loss of £250,000 from a road 
safety fund which means no more safety 
cameras will be fitted in Cambridgeshire 
this year. 

The delays to projects were approved by 
Cambridgeshire County Council’s cabinet 
on Tuesday and will now go before a full 
meeting of the authority. 

The A1307 will suffer from proposed 
delays to footway and cycle parking imp¬ 
rovements, saving £72,000, while putting 
the provision of information units at bus 
stops around the county on hold will 
recoup £490,000. 

Some £140,000 which had not been 
spent from a fund to improve bus stops 
and identify a site for a new interchange 
in Cambridge is set to be cut, meaning 
this work will be delayed, and £50,000 
which was set aside to improve the 
roundabout at the junction of Newmarket 
Road and Barnwell Road is expected to be 
lost, so this congestion blackspot will not 
be revamped until 2011/12 at the earliest. 

Development of a bus lane on Hought¬ 
on Road in St Ives is set to be put on hold, 
saving £250,000, and £127,000 will be 
recouped by deferring a safety scheme on 
Somersham Road in the town. 

In St Neots, £91,000 will be saved by 
postponing improvements to cycle lanes, 
and £123,000 of bus stop improvements 
along the A1307 - in Hildersham, 
Horseheath and Linton - is also expected 
to be deferred. 

Cllr Kilian Bourke, the opposition 
Liberal Democrats’ spokesman, said he 
believed many of the projects could have 
been saved if the authority had not 
pumped so much cash into the guided 
busway. 

But Conservative infrastructure boss 
Cllr Roy Pegram said it was clear the 
projects were “unaffordable” at the 
present time.

P ALE, tired and 
plagued by 
pains in his 
legs, Sebastian 
OckweU-Smith could 
barely put one foot 
in front of the other. 


Aged 7, he was on 
holiday with his family at 
Disneyland Paris; he 
should have been having 
the time of his life. But, 
tearful, aching and 
exhausted, he was too 
weak to walk round the 
theme park: instead, he 
had to be pushed round 
in his baby sister’s buggy 

“To start with I did the 
typical mum thing,” 
remembers his mother 
Sarah. “I said ‘Stop being 
so lazy. You’re 7 years old- 
just walk and stop 
whinging’. But, by the end 
of our stay, I was really 
worried... 

“Looking back at the 
photos you can see there 
was something wrong: he 
was so pale and had huge 
dark circles under his 
eyes. He’s always been 
slim but he’d got really 
skinny - you could 
actually see his ribs.” 

Soon after returning 
from holiday, Sebastian, 
now 8, was diagnosed 
with coeliac disease. An 
autoimmune condition- 
which causes the body to 
attack itself, eating away 
at the intestines - it’s 
triggered by gluten, a

protein found in all 
manner of everyday 
foods, from bread and 
cakes to pasta and cereals. 

“When we got the 
diagnosis I felt awful, 
really upset,” recalls 
Sarah, from Saffron 
Walden, who also has 
three younger children. 
“I’d spent years trying to 
fatten him up, feeding 
him homemade cakes 
and lasagne, which he 
loves. But all those things 
are full of gluten - so 
everything I’d given him 
was like poison.” 

Coeliac disease is 
relatively common: one in 
100 people in the UK are 
thought to have the 
condition. But awareness 
of coeliac disease remains 
remarkably low; of that 
one in 100, only 12.5 per 
cent have actually been 
diagnosed. 

“That’s the main reason 

I wanted to do this 
interview: to raise 
awareness,” says Sarah. “It 
would just be really nice 
to go into any restaurant 
and find gluten-free 
options on the menu; not 
just hippie dishes full of 
lentils, things like sausage 
and chips that a little boy 
would enjoy. 

“When I ask for a burger 
without a bun - and 


specify that it can’t be a 
burger that’s just been 
taken out of the bun, 
because there will still be 
crumbs on it -1 do get 
some very strange looks. 
People often treat you as if 
you’re weird and 
incredibly fussy. 

“But the risk of 
contamination is very 
high. A single crumb of 
gluten would trigger an 
immune response in 
Sebastian: it would give 
him stomach ache, an 
upset tummy and it 
would set his health back 
six months.” 

Sarah and her husband 
Ian married in 2000 and, 
after ‘a couple of years of 
money and free time’, 
decided to start a family. 
Sebastian was born in 
2002 and, weighing in at 
101b, was a happy and 
healthy baby. 

Sarah breast-fed for the 
first 20 weeks of 
Sebastian’s life. During 
that time he continued to 
thrive. But then, when the 
time came to wean, his 
weight gain began to tail 
off. 

“By the time he was six 
months old, he was the 
smallest of all the babies 
we knew,” remembers 
Sarah, who has 
subsequently trained in 
hypno-birthing and 
become a professional 
doula (providing practical 
and emotional support to 


mums-to-be). “But the 
health visitor said he was 
fine, that babies shouldn’t 
be too fat. We thought he 
was just taking after me: 
although Ian’s over 6ft, I’m 
only 5ft lin tall.” 

When Sebastian started 
school, aged 4, his small 
stature became more 
evident than ever. “He 
was the smallest in his 
whole class, smaller than 
all the girls,” adds Sarah. 

“Then, as he got a bit 
older and more vocal 
about how he was feeling, 
he started telling us that 
his legs ached; he said he 
didn’t want to play 
football because his legs 
hurt. We thought it was 
growing pains - a lot of his 
friends were having 
them.” 

Things came to a head 
on the family’s trip to 
Disneyland last year. 
Sebastian’s younger 
siblings - Flynn, 6, 

Rafferty, 5, and Violet, 3 - 
were all loving every 
moment. But Sebastian 
said the pains in his legs 
were worse than ever; in 
tears, he swapped places 
with Violet, then 2, who 
was still in a pushchair. 

“In the end she walked 
round Disneyland and he 
went round in the buggy,” 
Sarah explains. 

On returning from 
France, Sarah booked an 
appointment with the GR

another strange symptom: 
smelly breath. Sarah’s 
father had been diagnosed 
with coeliac disease, an 
inherited condition, in 
middle age - and one of his 
symptoms was halitosis. 

“I Googled it, as you do, 
and it turned out that 
tiredness, being emotional, 
being skinny, aching legs - 
they’re all symptoms of 
coeliac disease in 
children,” adds Sarah. “So 
we went to see the doctor 
and I requested a blood 
test. 

“The GP was reluctant. 
To be honest, I think they 
only did it to humour me. 
But the test came back 
positive.” 

Further tests at 
Addenbrooke’s confirmed 
Sebastian was a coeliac. 
When coeliacs consume 
gluten, it provokes an 
unwanted immune 
response in the body: in 
simple terms, the body 
starts to attack itself, eating 
away at the intestines. 

In a healthy person, the 
inner surface of the gut is 
almost frilly in appearance, 
covered in little fronds; 
known as villi, they 
facilitate the absorption of 
nutrients from food as it 
passes through the 
intestines. 

In untreated coeliacs, 
the surface of the gut is all 
shiny and smooth: under 
constant attack, the villi 
have atrophied. 

“He’d been absorbing 
hardly any goodness from 
his food,” explains Sarah. 
“If the condition is left 
untreated, it can cause all 
kinds of problems: full¬ 
blown malnutrition, an 
increased risk of certain 


cancers, osteoporosis, 
infertility...” 

There is no cure for 
coeliac disease and the 
only treatment is lifelong 
adherence to a strict 
gluten-free diet. “We 
explained to Sebastian that 
it was nothing scary, it just 
meant changing his food,” 
continues Sarah. “We told 
him that he’d have loads 
more energy and that his 
legs wouldn’t hurt any 
more and he was really 
excited.” 

Sarah says Sebastian, 
whom she describes as 
sweet, sensitive and very 
artistic, has never once 
complained about eating 
special food. But she 
admits adjusting to his 
gluten-free diet was a 
challenge for the whole 
family. 

“Buying pre-cooked 
gluten-free food is 
expensive: my shopping 
bill went up £50 a week to 
start with,” adds Sarah. 

“But nowadays I make 
almost everything from 
scratch. We’re a gluten-free 
house, so I know it’s safe 
for him.” 

Thanks to the support 
charity Coeliac UK - Sarah 
is now on the committee of 
the Cambridge branch - 
the Ockwell-Smiths receive 
a regularly updated 
handbook, listing all 
permitted foods: Kellogg’s 
Cornflakes are, for 
example, a no-no, while 
most supermarket brands 
are safely gluten-free. 

Sebastian gets the 
basics, such as substitute 
bread and pasta, on 
prescription, which means 
he can still have a 
sandwich in his lunchbox

The Facts 

• Coeliac disease is an 
autoimmune disease 
caused by intolerance to 
gluten, a protein found in 
wheat, rye and barley 
(some people are also 
sensitive to oats). 

• 1 in 100 people in the 
UK has coeliac disease, 
however it’s estimated that 
only 12.5 per cent of these 
have been diagnosed.

and his favourite lasagne 
for dinner. 

“The hardest thing of all 
is parties. He’ll go along 
and all his mates are 
tucking into sausage rolls 
and cakes and he can’t 
have any of it -1 have to 
pack him up a separate 
lunch box of food. 

“When you’re 8 you just 
want to be the same as 
everyone else. He doesn’t 
complain, but I know it 
must be really hard. When 
he goes to a party I always 
feel a bit sad.” 

Eating out is also a real 
challenge. But since 
cutting out gluten, the 
change in Sebastian’s 
health has been dramatic. 
“He’s got loads more 
energy, his legs don’t hurt, 
he’s gained weight, he 
doesn’t have the dark 
circles... He’s still a bit 
stroppy, but that’s because 
he’s an 8-year-old boy,” 
laughs Sarah. 

“If anyone reading this 
has got any of the 
symptoms, I’d encourage 
them to visit the GP and 
get checked out. So many 
people are living with this 
disease without knowing. 

“We know firsthand how 
much difference a 
diagnosis - and treatment 
- can make.”

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Court threat 
over mud 

HIGHWAYS chiefs are 
urging farmers, lorry 
drivers and 
developers to leave 
roads clear of mud - 
or face action.

Coaching sessions set to 
help patients take control 


NURSES from GP practices will receive 
expert training for a new patient coach¬ 
ing project. 

The project will help nurses teach 
patients with long-term health condit¬ 
ions how they can help themselves 
without the support of a nurse. 

Funding worth £95,000 has been 
secured from the NHS East of England 
Innovation Fund. It will allow 16 nurses 
from eight GP practices across the county 
to receive training in coaching tech¬ 
niques. 

GP Dr Penny Newman, who is leading 
the project, said: “Out of almost 200 
applications for an Innovations Fund 


grant, NHS Suffolk was one of only eight 
that were successful. 

“Nurses will be given extra time to talk 
to patients and, with their new coaching 
skills, will be able to identify what 
motivates them to take responsibility for 
their condition and in turn take more 
control of it.” 

Patients with long-term conditions will 
be targeted including those suffering 
from diabetes, asthma, emphysema and 
rheumatological problems such as 
osteoporosis. 

The project will begin next month and 
run for an initial period of nine months.

Hard way to the top 
for guitar star Lisbee 



HAVING already played 73 
dates across the UK and 
Europe supporting the 
legendary Joan 
Armatrading during 2010, 
Lisbee Stainton returns with 
her new single, Harriet. 

Released on September 20 to 
coincide with the UK leg of her 
tour, which stops off in Cambridge 
tomorrow, Harriet is the latest

The big film 


THE TOWN 
certificate 15 124m 

BEN Affleck may be best known 
as an actor but the chisel-jawed 
leading man is steadily 
delivering his best work behind 
the camera. 

He already has an Oscar on the 
mantelpiece as co-writer of 
Good Will Hunting and his 
directorial debut Gone Baby 
Gone was a gritty adaptation of 
Dennis Lehane's novel that 
garnered numerous critical 
plaudits. 

For his second feature in the 
director's chair, Affleck remains 
on the streets of Boston for a 
taut heist thriller based on the 
novel Prince Of Thieves by 
Chuck Hogan. 

The Town is a well-crafted and 
vivid portrait of a close-knit 
community of men with a strict 
code of silence that condemns 
those whose speak out of turn to 
an early grave. 

What the film may lack in 
originality it makes up for in 
exhilarating action sequences 
and strong performances, with 
Affleck noticeably giving himself 
the least showy role and 
allowing his co-stars to chew the 
scenery. 



The film is set in Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, the one-square- 
mile neighbourhood that 
apparently produces more 
armoured car and bank robbers 
than anywhere else in America. 
Doug MacRay (Ben Affleck) is 
doomed to repeat the mistakes 
of his father Stephen (Chris 
Cooper), who is serving time in a 
maximum security prison, as 
mastermind of a team of four 
bank robbers comprising 
trigger-happy best friend Jem 
(Jeremy Renner), Gloansy 
(Slaine) and Desmond (Owen 
Burke). 

On their final job, Jem takes 
bank manager Claire Keesey 


(Rebecca Hall) hostage, 
releasing her once they are 
safely away from pursuing cops. 
Fearing that the terrified woman 
may identify them, Doug 
engineers a meeting in a 
laundrette and slowly develops 
an attraction to Claire, who has 
no idea she is falling in love with 
the man who pointed a gun at 
her head hours earlier. 
Meanwhile, FBI Special Agent 
Frawley (Jon Hamm) treads on 
the toes of Boston Police 
Detective Dino Ciampa (Titus 
Welliver) to apprehend the 
thieves and bring down money 
man Fergie Colm (Pete 
Postleth waite). 

The Town cranks up the tension 
as Doug struggles to keep his 
affair with Claire secret from Jem 
and the posse. 

Once the apparent betrayal 
comes to light, it ignites a 
powder keg of emotions that 
rocks the neighbourhood to its 
foundations. 

Affleck as director makes light 
work of the two-hour running 
time and energises the set 
pieces. 

The only surprise is how long it 
takes Affleck to reach the 
resolution we can see coming a 
mile off.

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Planting mix up with 
perfect companions 


D id you know that a 

border of lavender will 
protect plants from 
slug and snail invasions, or 
that chives help prevent 
blackspot and increase 
performance in roses? 

For more than 30 years, Bob 
Flowerdew, a regular panellist on 
BBC Radio 4’s Gardeners’ Question 
Time, has observed useful 
interactions between different plants, 
how some will flourish together 
while others will fail, and with this in 
mind he has now penned Companion 
Planting, an invaluable little guide to 
the best - and worst - plant partners. 

History reveals that companion 
planting goes back centuries, he 
explains. 

“Darwin said that in a village with 
more old ladies, there would be 
better crops of hay. This was because 
old ladies tended to keep cats. More 
cats mean less mice. Mice raid and 
live in bumblebee nests. Bumblebees 
are the main pollinator for clover, 
more bees, more clover. Farmers 
have long known that you get a 
bigger crop of hay where you have 
more clover. It’s a chain of events, 
which is what ecology’s all about. 
“We commonly grow around

5,000 cultivars in our gardens. It 
would be very unlikely that not one 
affected any other one, with a leaf 
secretion, root secretion, leaving a 
root channel behind for another to 
follow, leaving leaves of a higher 
percentage of phosphate or calcium. 

“Over the years I’ve accumulated 
interesting snippets of what 
gardeners have observed, one plant 
getting on well with another. For 
example, I was growing crops in a 
polytunnel and noticed that where 
radishes were being grown, the 
peppers did really badly. One reason 
is competition for scarce resources.” 

There are ways to put this type of 
knowledge to your advantage, he 
says. 

“A good example is the 
leguminous pea and bean family, 
whose members usually create a 


fertility surplus. By interplanting 
legumes with other more demanding 
plants we satisfy the latter’s needs 
without continuing effort or expense. 

“So sweet peas, lupins, brooms, 
laburnums and many others help 
feed other flowers around them, and 
peas and French beans feed your 
cabbages and sweetcom. 

“Simultaneously, this mingling 
misleads and confUses pests and 
obstructs the spread of diseases.” 

However, not all plants get on. 
Some of the allium family are 
unhappy growing near some legumes 
- for example, onions don’t do well 
near beans. 

Soil types and locations are all- 
important, and you find that plants 
which have traditionally been 
grouped together tend to get along, 
he observes. 

“So you find that the 
Mediterranean bed of silver foliage 
plants is a natural grouping of plants 
which like dry, well-drained, sunny 
positions,” Flowerdew says. “The 
silvery colour is the hairs on the 
leaves which is their adaptation to 
prevent them losing moisture, and 
they don’t like damp.” 

Very few plants are choked out by 
their own seedlings coming up 
beneath them, he explains, because a 
lot of plants have learned to stop 


their seeds from germinating if they 
are near the parent. 

Many plants will benefit other 
plants by hindering pests and 
diseases, he adds. 

“Roses, for instance, are very 
prone to blackspot and aphids. If you 
grow a dense bed of ornamental 
alliums or garlic or chives 
underneath the roses, anecdotal 
evidence would suggest that you get 
much less fungal disease. A bed of 
lavender under the roses would keep 
the aphids away.” 

Aubergines grow well with peas 
and thymes, cucumbers like legumes, 
dill, beet and carrots but dislike 
potatoes, while tomatoes combine 
well with basil, alliums and 
nasturtiums, but not with lettuce and 
radish. 

“Planting dwarf French beans and 
cabbages together works well against 
their pests, and mixing brassicas with 
clover reduces aphid attacks and 
maintains yields. Broad beans 
significantly help main crop 
potatoes, making this another 
productive combination.” 

It’s equally important to know the 
plants which don’t do well together. 

“Beans and onions don’t get on. 
The crow-foot buttercup delphinium 
family seem to have secretions that 
harm other plants. They are very 



hungry themselves and need to be 
grown in blocks so they don’t harm 
other things. Very few things like to 
be near wormwood or pittosporum, 
which seem to have exudations that 
are unpleasant to other plants.” 

Most glossy-leaved evergreens 
have substances on their leaves to 
prevent weed germination, but we 
can use these as a barrier, he says. If 
you are sowing seeds, don’t put them 
near glossy evergreens, but if you are 
growing plants they are a good 
barrier because they give off scents

which confuse pests, and secretions 
which suppress annual weeds which 
would otherwise be coming up. 

Spread your plants out and mix 
them up, so that a pest has further to 
go to find the next one, he advises. 

“To find out that you can get 10 or 
20 per cent more by putting the right 
plants together would make a huge 
difference. It’s an area we need to 
explore in the future,” he sayss.

The Shudy Camps rider was 
consistent all season, finishing 
on the podium no fewer than 24 
times out of a possible 36. 

He beat his nearest rival by an 
impressive 85 points and hopes 
to defend his title next year, but 
he is looking for sponsorship to 
help him achieve this as his bike 
is fairly standard compared with 
the advanced electronics on 
some of his rivals’ machines.
